To  the  Llandeilo  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Be van  and  Gentlemen. 

I beg  to  submit  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1964  and  to  record  that  it  was  : 
a very  good  year  for  health  in  the  Urban  Area, 

There  was  an.  increase  of  5 0 in  the  Registrar 
General’ s Mid -Year  estimated  population  and  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  births  and  a decrease  in  the  deaths. 

Heart  disease  was  again  the  main  cause  of  deaths,  but 
there  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary 
disease  and  from  cancer. 

My  report  has  again  been  divided  into  two  sections;-* 

(1)  Medical  Satistics,  and 

(2)  Sanitary  circumstances  in  the  area. 

The  second  part  has  been  prepared  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  him  for  his  continued  loyal  support  in  the  work 
of  the  Department*,  Also  other  Members  of  the  staff  and  Members 
of  the  Council,  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  ?/crk  of  the 
Department.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATIONS 
DIPHTHERIA 

For  at  least  17  years  no  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  area 
and  no  case  was  notified  in  the  County.  But  parents  should  be 
reminded  that  the  disease  could  recur  in  this  district  if  a high 
level  of  immunity  is  not  maintained  in  children.  A few  cases  do 
occur  in  this  Country  every  .year,  so  parents  are  again  advised  to 
ensure  that  their  children  are  protected.  Inoculations  .are  given 
by  the.  • Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  which  is 
held  on  alternate  Wednesday  afternoons  at  the  Salem  Chapel  vestry 
from  2-4  p.m*

CLEAN  AX R ACT  1956 

Although  atmospheric  pollution  is  not  a problem  here, 
during  this  year  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  at  Sevenage  chose 
Llandeilo  as  one  of  the:  . areas  fox*  a national  survey  of  air 
pollution.  Consequently , instruments  for  measuring  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  were  set.  up  in  the  Council  Offices.  Since  then s 
daily  readings  of  smoke  are  taken  and  the  sulphur  dioxide  is 
measured  by  titration  and  the  findings  are  transmitted  to  Warren 
Spring  Laboratory  monthly. 

This  work  is  being  carried  out  most  successfully  by  Miss 
Tegwen  Rees  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  them  for  their 
thorough  and  painstaking  work. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  Survey  will  take  2-3  years  to 

complete.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCE  IN  THE  AREA, 

WATER 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  Town  is  obtained  from  two 
sources  (a)  Maesevan  Reservoir  and  (b)  llandyfan  Sprjng* 

Maesevan  Reservoir  is  situated  2 4 miles  from  the  Town 
at  397.  0 ,D.  and  110  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  the  Town. 
This  supply  is  derived  from  land  springs  above  the  reservoir 
the  latter  having  a capacity  of  1, 000 ,000  gallons. 

Llandyfan  Spring  is  situated  5 miles  from  the  Town  at 
480  feet  0,D4  and  193  feat  above  the  highest  point  of  the  Town. 
The  supply  is  derived  from  a spring  in  a limestone  stratum,  with 
an  estimated  overflow  of  1,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

Both  supplies  are  conveyed  by  gravitation  to  the  Town  in 
5 11  cast  iron  pipes.  The  M&aaevan  pipe  line  is  approximately 
10  2,  years  old0  Examination  of  the  interior  surfaces  of  the 
pipes  show  considerable  incrustation.  The  Llandyfan  mains  are 
in  good  condition  although  62  years  old.  This  supply  is 
chlorinated  at  the  rate  of  3 parts  per  million,  with  a Yi/allaca 
and  Tiernan  plant  at  Derwydd. 

The  Town  mains  supply  part  of  Ffairfach  .in 

the  Llandeilo  Rural  Area  and  the  total  population  supplied  is 
approximately  3,000 . The  average  daily  estimated  consumption 
is  100,000  gallons*  All  Town  properties  have  a piped  supply 
and  none  are  supplied  from  standpipes.  The  number  of  Ibmastic. 
premises  in. the  area  is  601o 

Although  adequate  supplies  exist  alt  the  sources,  there  have 
been  complaints  of  lack  of  good  pressure  on  the  higher  level  of 
the  Town.  Increased  use  during  peak  hours  is  probably  the  cause 
of  this  lack  of  pressure.  Development  within  the  Urban  area 
and  in  Ffairfach,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  provision  of 
modern  amenities  in  houses  has  increased  the  general  demand  ... 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  sewers  of  the  Town  are  combined,  taking  both  sewage 
and  surface  water.  The  sewera  serve  the  Town  with  the  exception 
of  5 . houses  in  the  Nantyrhibo  area.  The  sewers  are 

constructed  in  stoneware  pipes  and  culverts.  The  sewage  Is 
treated  at  the  Joint  Sewage  Works  at  Ffairfach. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A twice  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  made 
throughout  the  Town.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 

A collection  of  Trade  Refuse  is  carried  out  once  weekly* 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  on  a tip  outside  the 
District  , vi ceased  $o  Oouadil  ftew  "l  ycaiv,. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  one  of  the  workmen  to  carry  out 
disinfestation  as  and  when  required.  No  charge  is  made  in  respect 
of  business  premises.

There  are  three  main  cla  es  of  enforcing  authorities  for 
the  general  provisions  cf  the  A.ct  — Local  Authorities,  H*  M# 

Factory  Inspectors  and  H.M.  Inspectors  of  Mines  and  Quarries  — 
depending  on  the  class  of  premises  concerned.  The  Urban  District 
Council  Offices  are  inspected  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  for 
the  purpose  of  this  act. 

All  premises  to  which  the  Act  applies  were  required  to 
be  registered  with  the  Appropriate  Authority  by  31st  July , 19 6h 

The  Act  covers  a variety  of  provisions  including  cleanliness 
overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary 
conveniences,  washing  facilities,  drinicing  water,  seating  arrangements 
and  fire  precautions. 

Forty  two  premises  have  been  registered  in  your  area 
during  the  year.  A number  have  been  inspected  and  owners 
notified  of  provisions  which  were  lacking.  Several  premises 
were  in  the  course  of  carrying  out  works  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Follow  up  visits  are  being  paid  to  ensure  that  in  due  course  all 
provisions  are  adequately  complied  with. 


CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  two  registered  caravan  sites  within  the  Urban 
Area.  One  site  is  licenced  for  seven  caravans  and-  one  for  one 

fcsMvdtt  only. 

During  the  year,  proceedings  were  taken  againstt  one  site 
owner  for  overcrowding  on  the  site.  The  owner  was  fined  £30  and 
£ 10  costs.  This  was  his  second  conviction. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District,
